providing plans for the edlargement of 
the White House and development of 
surrounding grounds; appropriating 
126.000 for South Pass of the- Misnis- 
sippl river; providing for the settle- 
ment of Spanli(h war claims from mil- 
itary use and occupation. The Mis- 
sissippi Item for the lower river, be- 
ing reduced to $2,250,000. The pro- 
vision as to state claims was compro- 
mised by an amendment that'certain 
federal claims against these states 
would not be prosecuted. The forest 
reserve provision was amended that 
lien land selections shall .hereafter be 
made from surveyed lands. 

Mr. Cannon explained that the sen 
ate had added a^out 95,000.000 to the 
original 161.000,000 of this bill and that 
by this report ths senato yielded about 
fi,00e,000 aad tlM house 14,000,000 
Considerable debate* followed on the 
various items. The sundry civil con- 
ference report was agreed -to and on 
the one Item still open, spproprlating 
1462,000 for claims of Nevada. Mr. 
Newlands of Nevada moved that the 
house concur with the senate amend- 
ment This brought on a sharp debate 
on stato claims, Mr. Moody (Mass.)

In consequence of the represente- 

tlons of Jap:in, the landing of a large 
Russian force at Taku Is alleged to 
have been stopped. It is believed here 
that should Russia persist in ssnding 
a preponderlng mil{tary force to the 
front a collision with Japan will In- 
evitably result. Alarming reports are 
current here of the burrieS comple- 
tton of the mobilization of the Japan 
ese fleet 

The Russian minister at Peking, M. 
DeGlers, has made another attempt to 
induce the Chinese foreign office to 
formally request Russian assistance to 
restore order, but the offer has not ret 
been accepted. 

Violent dissensions are reported to 
exist between the Chinese commander- 
in-chief of the forces. Jung-Iu and 
Prince Chlng-Euan who In accordance 
with the wishes of th? dowager em- 
press is strongly suppjrting the cause 
Of the "Boxers." 

The mobs who mur 'ered the English 
missionaries Robinson and Norman, 
mutilated and (li.-emuoweled the bod- 
ies. The station at Yang-Tin, three 
miles from Peking, has been burned. 
The British minister. Sir Claude M. 
MacDonald is reported to be quite ill. 

Bad News Prom China. 

Washington, June C. — Bad news still 
continues to come from Minister Con- 
ger and the American naval force In 
the Pei-Ho river has been ordered to 
be reinforced. The minister cabled 
that the situation wa.^; wor.^e at Pckiiii; 
and this statement taken in connexion 
wih Admiral Kempff's alarming cable 
gram of yesterday, announcing that an 
engagement had begun, decided the 
state department to strengthen the 
naval forces nearest the scene of the 
trouble. Accordingly a cablegram was 
sent to Admiral Remy at Manilla, di- 
recting bim to dispatch at once to Ad- 
miral Kempff's command, the gunl)oat 
Helena, or if that craft is not at Ma- 
nilla and ready for immediate service 
then some craft of correspondingly 
light Amtt and power. The purpose is 
to place at Admiral Kempff's disposal 
an efficient warship capable of ascend- 
ing the Pei-Ho river as far up as Tin 
Tsin. Admiral Kampff'a flagship, the 
Newark, drawing 28 feet of water, can- 
not ascend the river safely beyond the 
Taku forts near the entrance, but the 
little Helena, drawing only 11 feet can 
safely ascend to Tien Tsin 40 miles 
above. She was specially designed for 
service in the Chinejie rivers and so is 
likely to prove much more effettive 
than any other of the foreign warships 
which can pass the Taku forts and 
reach Tien Tsin. 'She carries a bat- 
tery particularly adapted to dealing 
with such half organized mobs as the 
"Bfosrs." 

St. Louts Streetcar Strike. 

St Louis. June 6.— Negotiations be- 
tween the railway street car strikers 

and the Transit company aire practi- 
cally at a standstill. The posse com- 
mitatus now numlicrs nearly l.L'UO and 
before night Sheriff Pohlman expectes 
to havt 1^800 special deputies under 
arms. City Counselor Schnurmacher 
has delivered an opinion that the mu- 
nicipal assembly has the right and 
power to repeal a franchise or grant 
made by it since the present city char- 
ter went into effect providing it is evi- 
dent that the holder of the special 
privilege has neglected to carry out the 
obligations assumed. Bills are pend- 
ing in both branches of the municipal 
assembly to revoke the Transit com- 
pany's charter for failure to run cars 
aasocdlng to schedule.
